The night gown, which disappeared from Taylor's house the day after the murder of 1 
prominent picture director, has turned up. 

It is in the possession of the police and has been almost positively identified as the [ 
erty of a certain well-known movie star whose name has not been prominently mentione 
connection with the case. 

The actress is known internationally. 

The laundry mark led the police strongly to suspect the ownership of the nightie, which was kept L 
box in a drawer of Taylor'6 dresser, according to Henry Peavey, negro valet of the murdered director. 

Peavey reported that the article of feminine apparel mysteriously disappeared the day after the i 
der. It was not until late today that it turned up in the hands of a police detective, who has been wor 
on the case. 

This detective obtained what he declares to be positive identification of the nightie. 

o The importance of the find may not be great, but 
it adds another complication to the growing mystery 
of who killed Taylor. 

The injection of the movie star into the mystery 
gives rise to more speculation about the identity of the 
assassin, as it enlarges the field of suspects to include 
all of the numerous men admirers of this girl. 

The shot that killed William Desmond Taylor was 
fired from a distance of only three or f< 

This 6tartling discovery in the murder mys 
was announced following a conference at police hi 
I quarters today between the officers investigating 
I crime. 

It was revealed when Detective Sergeant 
: King, detailed to duty at the district attorney's 
; brought to the conference the clothing of the murder© 
movie director. 

Powder burns on the tan gabardine coat indicat 
that the revolver was held by the assassin 
against Taylor's body. 

Experiments in the police shooting gallery, where 
shots were fired at a similar piece of cloth from vary- 
ing distances, confirmed the surmise that the muzzle 
of the revolver could not have been more than 4 
: inches from Taylor's coat when the fatal shot was 
fired. 

This discovery leads to two speculations. 
Number One: (Which is not considered seriously by 
the police,) is that Taylor killed himself. But no weapon 
was found by the body. The only conclusion reconcilable 
with this hypothesis is that the body was discovered by a 
burglar, who had entered the apartment and who was 
frightened away after picking up the revolver. 

Number Two: Taylor might have engaged in a des- 
perate struggle with his assassin before he was killed, and 
that they were at death grips when the murderer pulled oat 
his weapon and fired. 

This speculation is borne out by the overturned chair 
found across the dead man's feet. But nothing else in the 
room had been disturbed however.

GOVERNOR STEPHENS has asked the state railroad commission to grant com- 
plete new hearings on the Los Angeles phone and car rate cases, and in the 
meantime to seek some way to reinstate the old rates. Governor Stephens has 
done right. Incidentally he has entrenched himself in the esteem not only of the 
Southland, but of the mass of the people of the entire state. 

What a damning indictment of the commission ! It means simply that in the 
court of the executive's opinion the commission has been faithless to the people and 
recreant to its trust. It means that the people of the Los Angeles district and The 
Record have been right in the governor's opinion in the desperate fight against the 
rate boosts. It means more. It means the system should be changed. Theoretically 
the governor is responsible for the commissioners, his appointees. They tire supposed 



to do his will. But he has no power over them. He has now done all he 
do. He cannot force their resignations in order that he may put in men who will rep- 
resent his views. 

By his letter Governor Stephens really endorses the fight to change the system. 
Two. things should be done. 

The commissioners should be made appointive for no set tenrf but at the will of 
the governor — that is, subject to dismissal whenever they fail to live up to his expec- 
tations. All appointive officers should be made subject to the recall. Initiative 
petitions calling for these two constitutional amendments should be put into circula- 
tion at once.

He recognized him as Sands, he stated, from newspaper descriptions and 
photographs of the missing secretary, who is being sought by the police.

'ATOES are high just now; and especially are 
potatoes high, because somehow we have to 
get potatoes from Idaho and Oregon and the Yakima 
valley, rather than from the back yard of Los Angeles. 
And yet there is some considerable back yard to this 
town; enough fertile potato land at least to give every 
family two sacks a year of good potatoes at a cost of $1.50 
a sack. For if you can average $1 a sack in the field 
every year for potatoes you will make a lot of money. 
, Why does Los Angeles pay $4 a sack for northern 
potatoes? ' 

BECAUSE the farm lands, the improved, going ranches, 
are largely owned by non-residents, by speculators, 
by professional landlords who are banded together p ij ce Arrest Crank Who 
to make it impossible for the tenant to make a living 
working these lands. 

Yesterday I saw a lease and crop mortgage for a 
local 10 acre ranch. The owner was a Pasadena plute 
who has numerous ranches, and who prefers a Jap when 
e can get one. Not being able to use Japs because of the 
w he condescends to give returned soldiers and other 
ig youpg workers a chance at his idle farms, and 
e operates on this basis. 

HE supplies the farm, the tenant supplies the outfit, 
does the work, takes the risk and the grief. The 
entire crop is turned over to the landlord to dispose 
ot as he wishes; when it is sold the landlord takes 60 
per cent and the tenant takes 40, BUT all expense of 
handling the sale of the crop is taken from, the tenant's 
•iO per cent. 

On top of this the tenant signs a crop mortgage to 
.cover the landlord for any monies advanced, ^nd pays one 
per cent a month for this privilege. 

That's one big reason why you eat $5 potatoes today. 
It's a punk civilization that allows this sort of land hog to 
fatten from the tough muscles and good nature of able men.

43 KILLED WHEN 
ZR-2 EXPL ODES 

The Roma tragedy is the second big ah* disaster 
experienoeci by the government in a little more than 
lix months. 

Both dirigibles were purchased from foreign gov- 
ernments and built abroad at terrific expense. 

The previous disaster was the wreck of the ZR-2 
on August 24, 1921, over the H umber river near Hull, 
England. It was then the world's largest heavier- 
than-air ship. 

The dirigible exploded and fell in flames, carry- 
ing 16 Americans and 27 British to their deaths. 

Two men escaped in parachutes. The dirigible 
had just completed an all day and all night trial trip 
and was ready to be turned over to the American crew 
for a flight to Lakehurst, N. J. 

After the historic disaster America agreed to pay 
the British government one-half the cost of the big 
dirigible. 

The shock from the detonations aboard the ZR-2 
was felt for SO miles and pedestrians in Hull were 
swept off their feet, wire reports of the ZR-2 tragedy 
stated. 

The airship was flying at a great height. At the 
explosion occurred she broke in two parts, one .falling 
in the H umber. 

The ZR-2 was the third big British ship to col- 
lapse, according to C W. Sirch, Los Angeles engineer 
who had advised the American government not to pur- 
chase the dirigible. Nearly all British ships were de- 
fective in design, he said. Soon after the disaster the 
United States announced the purchase of the Roma.

rvETROIT, Mich., Feb 23.— The story 
of the murder of William Desmond 
Taylor, movie director, told by Harry M. 
Fields checks with the Los Angeles police 
belief that a "dope ring" directed the mur- 
der. This announcement was made by Sheriff Coffin today, fol- 
lowing receipt of advices from Los Angeles police stating that 
Fields' story tallies with their theory. Fields declared Taylor 
was killed when he tried to prevent a film actress from again 
falling a victim of dope after he had once-rescued her. Taylor 
had beaten up one member of the dope ring, and they feared he 
would ruin the dope business, Fields- declared. Fields was being 
held here awaiting sentence on charges of forgery when he told 
of knowing details of the Taylor killing. 

The theory that Taylor might have been slain by dope peddlers, because of the 
motion picture director's attempts to keep them from preying on a film actress, was 
advanced immediately after the mysterious slaying. Close associates of Taylor 
discussed the theory, after one well known motion picture star advanced the theory. 
Taylor was said to have been deeply interested in saving the actress from the rav- 
ages of narcotics.

Inside the palace tho princess 
wedding morning began auspiciously. 
Queen Mary observed the pleasant 
ancient custom of herself waking 
her daughter with a kiss.

F. Sands, long sought sus- 
pect in the William D. 
Taylor murder mystery. 
The sheriff's office at El 
Centro acted on a "lip" 
that is said to have eman- 
ated from the Los Angeles 
sheriff's office to the ef- 
fect that Sands had cross- 
ed the international line at 
Tijuana and headed east 
to Mexicali over the Mexi- 
can military highway. It 
is believed Sands is mak- 
ing for the interior of 
Mexico. 

Surrounded by a ring of 
stem-faced detectives, the six 
young men captured in a po- 
lice raid on a house at 1836^2 
West Washington street, and 
suspected of having a knowl- 
edge of the William Desmond 
Taylor murder, were thor- 
oughly grilled Tuesday after- 
noon. 

The men. hckl on suspicion of ron- 
bery, were brought into the detective 
bureau at central police station one 
at a time to be questioned, after 
which their photographs and Bertin- 
on measurements were taken.
